Encouraging Prickly Pear Growth. 
The Department of Agriculture Is 
promoting the distribution of the best 
varilles of*pHckly pears, and is aid­ 
ing farmers in starting a plantation of 
them throughout regions of the South­ 
west, adapted to the growth of the 
plant. 
The crop Is seeded by plowing 
under slabs of the cactus, cultivating 
the crop, which is harvested and usu­ 
ally hauled to the feeding lots.

New Zetland Will Use Gold Dredge 
Long In Successful Operation 
Throughout Alaska. 


An example of the far-reaching ac­ 
tivities of American industry Is to be 
found In a gold dredge that has been 
signed and constructed In this couo- 
trjk for the puri»ose«of operatlug In 
New Zealand gold fields. This dredge, 
says the Lied rica I Review, ta balll 
hy a New York company and la along 
the type of dredge constructed for 
operations in Alaskan fields. 
Power 
far dredging, pumping and shifting po­ 
sition Is furnished by electric motors, 
while twelve men working four to a 
shift constitute the crew. 
The general method of dredglag la 
as fallows: TV dlggipg ladder crr- 
rylng the buckets Is lowered and dirt 
!• acoopad up. This dirt Is dropped 
on the conveyor belt and la carried 
to the screen. 
Here It la srreeoed 
and washed and the refuse is dropped 
to the stacker and deposited. 
The 
pay dirt that 
remains la further 
washed on gold tables or la on dries, 
and then passed to a gold box. where 
tbs gold is recovered. Remaining de­ 
posita lo this gold box are treated 
about once a week with mercury, so 
that all the gold is obtained either la 
nugget or in the form of an amalgam
